Mairch 7 (U.RI— John L. Lcwih told congress today his United Mino Work- 
ers couid HCttlo their fights with the conl industry if the government would quit using i 
"blacltjadc to bent the miners into submission." Lewis made the statement before the sen- 
'ate lalwr (^mmitteo less than 2-1 hours after the supremo 
court upheld the government in its court fight with Lewis 
growing out of the coal strike Inst November. 

He gnve tho committee a 20-minutc dissertation on the 
economy of the coul industry and then asked; 

"What's the matter with the coal industry?" He answered 
the question himself, 

"There's nothing the matter with tho coal industry except 
the ill treatment of its employes. And that's n private matter 
bctivccn the coal operators and the United Mine Workers of 
America. 

"The United Mine Workers could settle their differences 
with the coal industry if the government would ccaHc using 
a blackjack to beat the miners into submission while the 
operators take the profit." 
Lewis went before the committee In a crowded senate 
caucus room. Kleig lights 
shone bcsido grinding moyto 
cameras. Standees lined the 
walls and alslca. The crowd of 
upwards of 600 was the larg- 
est since the high spots of the 
Pearl Harbor invcstigati 
year ago.

The proeecuUon yesterday called 
tp the stand Stover "Red" Wells, 
ranch hand whom the state con- 
tends Uie 40-ycar-old red-haired de- 
fendant tried to Involve In her sixth 
husband's death. 

Mrs. Broadhurat had claimed Uist 
WclU left her husband's employ 
after a bitter quarrel over money 
maUera. Wells testified yesterday 
that he had left the Broadliurst 
roncli bocBUie of the deaUi of his 
moUier. WelU testified that he and 
his former employer had parted on 
good terms. 

The ilato says that WUlUms. who 
is to be tried later on a-Unt degree 
murder charge, has confessed to 
killing Broadhurat on a lonely 
stretch of the ION highway. Mrs. 
Broadhurat Is accused of master- 
minding the slaying so that she and 
Williams, her .aoventh husband, 
could live In comfort and ease.

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HUNGER HAS NO POLITICS 
The^c things all took place on tlie first 
day of Lent. 

1. Pope Plua Xn broadcast a vivid, mov- 
Ins appeal to the Cathohc school children 
of America to save their pennies and dimes 
to buy food and medicine for the hungry 
children of Europe and Asia. 

2. The American Friends Service com- 
mittee addressed the American people 
through a full-page newspaper advertise' 
mcnt. . This Quaker relief organization, 
whose Ufe-savlng efforts during and since 
the war have crowned a 30-year program of 
compassionate service, asked "not only for 
money for Its own limited work but also for 
a new burat of nationwide support for the 
work of all governmental and private agen- 
cies engaged in relief and reconstruction." 

The Friends committee Is seeking $3,000,000 
for 1047. But its work is admittedly only 
supplemental. 80 it asked citizens to lot 
Washington know of their support of gov- 
ernment plans to carry on the large-scale 
food shipments formerly handled by UHRRA. 

3. An American colonel report«d on an 
army field team'a survey of the famine area 
In Romania. Re disclosed that half the peo' 
pie In the area are almost entirely without 
food, and that bark, acorns, and gross are 
being mixed with meager rations of com 
meal. Food reserves are only sufficient to 
maintain the present near-starvation level 
through February. 

4. In congress. Charles W. Vursell. a rep- 
resentative from Illinois, demanded that this 
country withhold "any further gifts" tt 
Soviet-dominated nations lest they help Oan- 
erollsslmo Stalin along the road to dictator 
ship of Europe. 

He said, "Great sums poured out for relief 
by the American taxpayers have been di- 
verted to build up dictatorial governments in 
Europe." And In this connection, Mr. Vursell 
made the following remarkable statement: 

"One wonders, aside from the pride of sav- 
ing human lives from starvation, how much 
real good we have done in turning these hu- 
man lives into hopeless political bondage.' 

Unless we completely misinterpret the im- 
plications of Mr. Vuraell's speech, his con- 
tention Is this: Saving lives has been a source 
of national pride, but this pride Is outweighed 
by the fact that relief shipments have helped 
to build up communism, liicrefore those ship- 
ments must stop. 

Mr. Vursell hos decided that the hungry 
people within the Russian orbit might as well 
be dead as in "hopeless political bondage," 
So. If their continued life depended on Amer- 
ican help, Mr. Vursell would Just let them die. 

Wc can find no better comment on these 
vlflWB than that contained In the Friends" 
advertisement. "We know the heart of Amer- 
ica is still warm and kindly. . . . Our poor 
performance in this winter of agony Is the 
result of confusion. As a nation we have mis- 
taken victory for peace. We have fallsd to 
distinguish people from governments. It Is a<t 
certain as the stars in their courses that 
there can be no peace In a world where chil- 
dren are starving. It makes no difference un^ 
der what govemnient they live." 



DEBUNKING A "HERO" 
We are aware that our military authorities 
had bigger gangsters to worry about during 
the war than Charles "Lucky" Luciano. Bqt 
It does seem too bad that the army, the navy, 
ond the OSS let the rumor spread that this 
king of the panderers was released from 
prison and shipped to Italy because of valu- 
able Information he gave the government be- 
fore the Italian invasion. It seems doubly too 
bad that the governor of New York, who was- 
n't fighting a war. didn't destroy this picture 
of the gangster as a hero. 

But the carefully planted rumor flourished 
and had wide circulation. Only now, thanks 
to a New York columnist's enterprise, do we 
learn that Luciano gave the government no 
helpful information. He was simply deported 
as an undesirable alien after 10 years In 
prison to save taxpayers the cost of his room 
apd board. 



MR. GREEN CHANGES TACTICS 
"The Wanier oct might be amended to 
grant ffee speech to employers and to make 
unions file financial reports and register with 
tl)e government." 

Those words were spoken to the house la- 
bor committee by William L. Green. That Is 
the wm« Mr. Green, president of the AFL, 
who the week before was toUlng the senate 
labor committee th»t any change In present 
labor laws was likely to bring on a wave of 
strikes. 

This is the first break'fo a solid union oppo- 
sition to any change in the labor status quo. 
It^ apparent tliit Mr. Oreen hns taken note 
of the public temper as reflected In congress. 
Ho seems at last to have decided that the 
best way to avoid punitive legislation Is to 
admit that labor la not without special privi- 
lege and to make some constructive sugges- 
tloni: We think that he is wl», and we con- 
Vfttulatt Urn.

And the envious smaller communlUes 
In the United Statei will continue to itrlve to be 
bigger end bigger and, they hope, lomodoy rival their 
metropolitan neighbor*. 

But perhaps that Isnt so. Almost every large city 
In the United States today Li euffcrlng acute financial 
palm. That agony 1* expressed In a treniled ceareh 
tor new sources of revenues. Salt Lake City, for In- 
stance recently adopted an ordinance hy which bu*l< 
neu firm* there must pay a city license tor that 
privilege, d'erywhere. cltlei either have utIUied 
municipal *ales lax or contemplate one to augment 
present revenucji- 

WhyT Because the coit of cliy government eervlces 
ha* risen sharply and iKcauie thousand* of people 
are moving outside city llmlLi where their homes will 
■« compelled to share conflscalory clly property 
. Yet thoee same outsiders return to their Jobs 
In the cities, expecUng there a conUnuatlon of police, 
tire. ainttaUon, street and park service tor which they 
pay nothing. 
Yet the pressure for new and Improved municipal 
irvlcea aeema without end. Many a mayor, right 
here In Idaho, Im't a candidate for re-election this 
spring txcause lome of ihe same problems confront 
such cities as Boise and Twin Falb and because there 
I no soluilon at a coat that the puWlo wIU or 
cun pay.

They are to dliilpate the 
labor monopoly now operated tty 
about 100 tndtvlduala who control 
key tmlona and have the power to 
blackmail the entire American peo- 
ple: to put down racketeering by 
notorious ra*cali to whom Oreen 
hlrasalt baa oi>eQly glTtQ aid and 
comfort many times; and to reduce 
lo rtaaonablt sin th* treararlea that 
union* may amass, and fothld the 
uie of this enotmous money-power 
to swing electloiu. 

On thl* last point, b« 11 remem- 
bered that such me ot money by 
soulless corporations hu been wise- 
ly forbidden by law, but thst In the 
lost two yeaia two eminent unlon- 
Whltney, of the Railroad 
TYshunen. and TObln, of the Team- 
sters, announced their Inlentlons to 
spend enormously to achieve result* 
In public eltcUon*. U United States 
Steel or the Peruuylvanla railroad 
had made shnllar announcements 
the cxecu tires would have been 
hauled before federal grand Juries 
la no time. Dissenting stockholders 
could have gone Into ccurt to re- 
strain them from spending their 
money for political objectives con- 
trary to their own, 

TTie Indli-ldual member of these 
two and other great unions enjoys 
fewer rights and powers under law 
than the hidhrldual hinder of a tin- 
gle share ot stock In a Utgt oorpora- 
tlon. The stockholder can sell out 
and go hli way. It tha worker quits 
thl union he can't work. Tbe claim 
ot tha boss unlTOtars that "democ- 
nej' prwail* in their councils Is 
true, but that Is merely another con- 
demnation of democracy. 

By a process Ot TMts this system 
has placed sutocTStts powers hi the 
hands of the ht^ executives. If we 
unwind It bock through the resolu- 
tions adopted along the Use we tlnd 
that In most casta thli power Is 
technically Justified by the unin- 
formed and caralew votee ol mo- 
mentary majorities In odd meetings. 
As ot now tt mounts up to autocra- 
cy, with the rank and file denied 
even recourse to the public courts. 

It Is Important, too, thit Grtin. 
Whitney, TcAia and miny o'-her 
rulers of vast numbers ol American 
workers all have hild theh- Jobs 
much longer than Frsnklln D. 
Roosevelt would have been Presi- 
dent ot the United SUtes e^-en It he 
had lived to complete his fourth 
terni. Having built their tight and- 
mighty political macUnes within 
their unlotu. having adopted a sys- 
tem ot nepotism, pstronigt atul pork 
slmlUir to thst of our public politic*, 
they maintain themselrts In olllcc 
unUl they get too old to core any 
more, or die of old sge. 

The Individual tesmiUr. who may 
be an IS-year-old girl sorting bills 
ot lading \n a worthDuie, has no 
more oecew to Dnn Tohln or power 
to carri' a ItglUmote. legal griev- 
ance to a conclusion In the courts 
than an Individual, workaday cltl- 
Uvlng In Jerscj- City haa lo 
challenge the power ol Frank 
Hague. Long, professional experi- 
ence has equipped the denr men In 
the key Jobs to stsll. divert and ob- 
struct until the hidlrldual w-otker 
with the rare gumption to pursue 
hli rights either Is lost In a wilder- 
ness ot technlcsllUes. broke and 
unable to pay lawjers. or Ilred from 
the Job and hounded out of the 
communliy. 

If he aUIl pcr^ist3. hosever. he 
may tlnd thst by the procet* ot de> 
lay he has permitted the ststute of 
limitations to run against his grlev* 
and thus diicover the court- 
door barred to hbn. yet the 
> will not entertsin hit com- 
plaint until he has exhausted all 
remedies within the union. 

This is altogether a great wicked- 
ness ot Uie American union move- 
ment and nobody en the union aide 
wUt assert that this mlaw is a 
false or misleading presentation. 
Nobody on that ilde wlU undertake 
to show that William Orten or tha 
executive council of the APL ever 
has taken Initiative agaliut any of 
the ipectscular aooundrtl* who have 



been exposed by thsie csaayi over 
a iD-ycar period, or that Phillip 
Murray, the prtaldent ct \t9 CIO. 
ever challenged such condltloaa 
when he waa In a poslUoo to do to 
as an executive within the APL. 

I malatshi thst. u stewards of 
the rights and InteresU ot tha work- 
ers, ihey all hsd a moral duty to 
light theie evlU and that tliey were 
derelict \a their tallun to do to 
voluntarily and agfrtstlvely. 

Now. It being admitted that these 
are familiar evils inherent In the 
American union monaent. w* msy 
consider whether that movement 
deserves to live. I belltve It should 
be maintained until. In the course 
of human progrtsi. we evolve tome 
netursl successor. The union move- 
ment I* not eacrtd. however, and 
only an Ignoramus, obllvloui of bls> 
lory, would lay that tt Is the Ultl- 
mste and permanent thing. Many 
studious union executives under- 
stand this to be so and ipeculata on 
the form that progress will bring In 
yean to coma after they are gone. 

If unionism, as It Is today. Is the 
best thst Oreen and hit colleagues 
have to offer, then the American 
people may well coulder whether It 
*hould not be destroyed. These men 
oppose all propoaal* to Improve or 
curt It as sty attempts to Mil It. I 
say It should be precerved, but In 
a method and mood of law-abiding 
cooperation with the people ot the 
country. 

I oontend that a system which en- 
ables a few men to matntshi them- 
selves In these govemlng }oba tor 
from 30 to *0 yean, many of them 



cushioned with ipadal prtvllcgt and 
royal if not dictatorial powcn, la 
contrary to our poUtleal natnrt and 
bad for untona themselvea. TO the 
Bifument that they become mora 
TaluablB with expeilenca I reply 
that It they were hired extcuttvta, 
removable for cause, that theory 
would be good. But th«y armt 
hired. They are elected and re- 
elected and more often than not hy 
a political process that the natloo 
Itself has now rejected alter eoa
